This is the Question Now on
Santo Domingo.

THE ANSWER - DEPENDS.

No Doubt That It Might Have Been
Ratified — Senators Criticise
the Cabinet Advisors
of President.

Washington, March 17— Whether Lle
Santo Domingo treaty is to sleep for
the summer or die will depond largely
on the developments of the summer.
Much may happen on the island, Pub-
lie wentiment here may show itaclf as
strongly on one side or the other, in-
fliencing the cowurse of Senators who are
now genuinely in doubt.  Several He-
publieuns, who would bave voled for
the treaty had the roll been ailled, tell
their friends they are glad to eseape
this neopsaity and to have more time
for ecomsideration. Severnl Democrats,
on the other hand, could huave been se-
cured for the treaty, it is an apen se-
eret, had the Republican lendora been
it dend enrnest for its ratification, A
certwin Republican Senator ean always
control two Democratic voles whenover
the exigency demands, so Senators who
have watched provedure closely assert,
He mude no effort in this case to control
them in favor of the treaty.

Many of the sesators are complain-
ing that the President's cabiney ad-
visers do not sufficiently challenge his
proposils, subjecting them in the Ad-
ministration's counsela to the test of
# vigorous debate, but, instewd, give
prompt approval to all his plass. Taft,
they say, hus been far dillerent from
Root, in this respeet; Hay, thoy think,
leuvess too much to Loomis, and so thev
go through the eahinet, charging it with
a complacency of attitude which makes
neceisary  vigorous overlinuling of the
Administration’s work when it reaches
the Senate,

A prominent Republican Senator adds
this as an clement in the affairs: “Many
of the Southern Senators with whom |
have talked are sincercly desirons of
}mlu}xmhm the treaty eather than de-
enting §t; they hesitate to go befdfe
the country having assumed responsi-
bility for killing & compact that might
unve of the greatest value, when they

ow so little of the real vireumstances
anil conditions of the problem, They
think more information and more time
the groat npeds of the opcasion, snd in
this opinion the more conservative Re-
publicans join them. Porhaps, by Oct-
ober, there will be u general sentiment
for ratification, or the whole thing muy
die of lnck of interesi. News from that
quarter for the pext six months will
be carefully studied.”
